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Things of Time are nothing in com 
pariſow "with Eternity and the 
Things of Eternity. Theſe and 
ſuch as theſe. arc Prihciples of Eter- 
nal Truth; and our firm Belief of 
them, and Adherence to them, will 
be to us of Eternal Conſequence. 

And as to other Things, let 
your. Principles be, that God is n 
Reſpecter of Perſons, but in every 
Nation he that fears God, and 
works Righteouſneſs, 1s accepted of 
him, and therefore ought to be ſo. 
of us ; that the Kingdom of God.
